General Superintendent of the Pa 
cific Electric } lL. Annable was be 
fore the City Council last night rela 
tive to a proposed speed ordinance 
which the Council had been consid 
ering which regulated the speed of 
trains through the city to 15 miles 
per hour Mr. Annable stated that 
he didn't like to see that ordinance 
passed, as already they had ordered 
their motormen to drive not more 
than 15 miles an hour from Euelid 
Avenue to Eleventh Avenue within 
the city Upland and he believed 
they were doing and any one 
in the city saw any of their men 
driving faster thar that rate of 
speed he wanted to know it and 
assured the City Council that he 
personally would see to it that the 
fast driving stopped Mr Annable 
explained that it was the plan of the 
Pacific Electric to cooperate with 
the Councils of each city through 
which their lines passed, and not 
to be antagonistic to their wishes 
The passing of the ordinance was 
held up by a unanimous vote
